Stuck commits 
to Michigan 


CHARLEVOIX — Big time 
colleges and universities, 
she’s officially off the mar- 
ket. 

Elise Stuck, the three time 
Charlevoix Rayder Division 3 
All-State selection has made 
her long awaited decision on 
where she will be playing 
basketball at the next level 
and has named the Univer- 
sity of Michigan as her desti- 
nation. 

Stuck, a 6-foot-1 all-around 
athletic player, that can put 
the ball on the floor, hit the 
long range jumper or post-up, 
and can defend anyone on the 
perimeter or in the paint, has 
been a sought after commod- 
ity even before she stepped 
foot on a high school floor. 

Earlier this month, she 
tore her ACL at the Battle in 
the Boro in Louisville, Ken- 


tucky, with U of M coaches in 
attendance. 

Elise had been recruited by 
Big 10 members, Michigan, 
Michigan State, Illinois, 
Northwestern and Min- 
nesota, along with other Divi- 
sion I schools; Bowling 
Green, Central Michigan and 
Western Michigan. 

Coming into this summer, 
she had it narrowed down to 
the U of M, MSU, Illinois, 
Northwestern, Bowling 
Green and CMU. 

When asked about when 
she came to her decision and 
how long she has known, 
Elise replied, “I haven’t 
known for very long, coming 
into this summer, I wanted to 
play through camps and 
AAU, and this upcoming sea- 
son.” “After tearing my ACL, 
Trealized that no one new 
was going to see me play, so I 
figured, why not make that 
decision.” 

“Playing for Michigan, I 
will bring a competitive edge, 
rebounding and defense.” 
Stuck noted. “I will bring to

the table what I know and 
what I am capable of.” 

“T love the UM program 
and how they run things, 
very energetic and they play 
up and down, which is what I 
have done for the majority of 
my career.” 

While she won’t be adding 
to any of her record-setting 
numbers next season that she 
has for the Rayders, you can 
see from her statistics, why 
she was on everyone’s want 
list. 

As a freshman, Elise aver- 
aged 19.7 points per game, 
11.2 rebounds, 4.8 blocks, 4.7 
assists and four steals; asa 
sophomore, she netted 23.4 
ppg, 9.5 rpg, 3.2 steals and 
three assists; and as a junior, 
she scored at a 21 ppg clip, 
10.2 rpg, dished out 59 assists, 
made 49 steals and had 44 
blocks. 

Along the way, she became 
the Rayders all-time leading 
scorer with a total of 1,494 
points and would have with- 
out a doubt joined the elite 
company of the 2000 point 
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club in the MHSAA record 
books this season. 

Stuck has plans to have 
surgery the first week of Au- 
gust, and she noted that the 
recovery time is anywhere 
from 6-10 months, depending 
on the individual and won’t 
be playing this season for the 
Rayders. 

Those that know her, know 
that while she won’t be tak- 
ing the court in the Maroon 
and White this season, she 
will still be part of the pro- 
gram. 

“T’m trying to stay as in- 
volved as possible,” she said. 
“T go and lift with the team 
now. I’m excited to look at 
things differently, more of a 
coach, instead of a player.” 

“Tt should be beneficial for 
me as a player to see it that 
way, headed to the next 
level,” Elise added. “I want to 
be someone that the team can 
talk to, we can go through 
things with each other. They 
can come to me instead of a 
coach.”

Brisk selling conditions in some parts of 
the country require more aggressive tactics. 

Brett Furman, a broker in suburban 
Philadelphia, says the strong market dictates 
that homebuyers focus on buying first, and 
selling later. 

"The housing market in the suburban 
Philadelphia market is moving very quickly," 
said Furman. "Normally we advise our buyers 
to sell their home first and buy second ... How- 
ever with the faster moving market, we are 
advising many of our buyer clients to obtain a 
mortgage commitment that is not contingent 
upon selling their existing house." 

In their book, House Selling for Dummies 
(Hungry Minds Inc., 1999), Eric Tyson and 
Ray Brown "strongly recommend" that you 
sell first. 

"Even in good real estate markets, sales fre- 
quently drag on much longer than you ex- 
pect," the authors say. "Selling in a weak 
market usually compounds the problem. 
Homeowners tend to overestimate their 
house's resale value and underestimate the 
length of the selling process -- a fiscally 
deadly one-two punch." 

The Dummies book says selling first elimi- 
nates financial risk -- no double mortgages 
and double payments for property taxes and 
insurance payments. And no worrying about 
how you'll come up with a down payment. 

But selling first isn't the perfect solution. 
Some of the issues that may come up include: 
Being forced out of your house before you 
have a new place available. Where will you 

live? Where will your kids go to school? 

Having to move twice. Do you want to go 
through the hassle? Where will you store your 
extra furniture while you live with family and 
friends or rent an apartment? 

Not being able to find a house you like. How 
long are you willing to live in temporary quar- 
ters until you find a suitable house? 

Whichever way you go, it always seems to 
work out in the end, at least in Gregor's expe- 
rience. 

"T've been in the business for 30 years," he 
said. "We've never had anyone out on the 
street and the vast majority of our clients that 
make double moves are those building new 
homes that had to have their property sold 
first."
